Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1953 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EAST  GRINSTEAD 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  same  lines  as  that  for  1952,  and  as  indicated 
in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  1/54  dated  12th  January,  1954.  naiCated 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  14.08,  as  compared  with  11.67  for  1952. 

, Stan^ardised  Death  Rate  is  11.40,  as  compared  with  11.4  for  England 
and  Males.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  is  obtained  by  the  application  of 
a comparability  factor,  making  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
in  the  district  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  42.73,  which  compares  with  23  62  for  the 

r iVlth  22  4 f°r  England  and  Wales.  (There  were  three 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  in  1952,  and  five  in  1953.) 

The  Birth  Rate  is  10.29  compared  with  11.23  in  1952.

lean  Food  Byelaws. 

The  majority  of  food  traders  now  recognise  that  the  byelaws  are  designed 
nSSnaW  “ handbng  WhlCh  wiU  pr°tect  food  from  dirt  and  dangerous 
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Many  have  gone  beyond  the  absolute  requirements  of  the  byelaws  in  an 
endeavour  to  ensure  cleanliness,  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  sustained 
interest  shown  in  the  welfare  of  the  customer.  Considerable  expense  has  been 
necessary,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  public  wdl  appreciate  what  has  been  done 
in  their  interest  and  will  buy  only  clean  food. 

Unhappily  there  remains  a small  section  particularly  of  multiple  shops 
in  the  grocery  trade,  who  do  not  co-operate  fully  in  improving  the  standard 
of  food  distribution  in  this  town. 

The  impression  is  created  that  maximum  profit  is  the  only  consideration; 
and  to  secure  this,  extensive  counter  and  window  displays  are  made  of  unpro- 
tected food— including  cooked  meat,  the  most  dangerous  of  all. 

Attracted  by  the  display,  the  unsuspecting  or  indifferent  purchaser  may 
take  home  food  already  contaminated  by  flies  and  the  germ-laden  dust  of  a 
crowded  shop. 

The  food  trader  who  is  deaf  to  hygiene  teaching  or  fears  to  depart  from 
long  established  sales  methods,  will  nevertheless  react  quickly  to  the  state  ol 
the  till. 

The  discriminating  customer  can  stimulate  action  which  will  quickly 
produce  results  beyond  anything  the  byelaws  can  achieve.

LABORATORY  SERVICES 

The  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County 
lospitai,  Brighton  ( Telephone  : Brighton  23506)  are  available  to  this  Depart- 
nent  and  to  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  for  the  investigation  of 
ifectious  disease. 

The  Laboratory  is  in  a position  to  accept  work  such  as  the  bacteriological 
nd  biological  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice-cream  foods  and  pathological 
pecimens.  Laboratory  investigations  of  outbreaks  of  communicable  disease, 
acluding  the  detection  and  elimination  of  carriers  and  other  reservoirs  of 
ifection,  are  also  carried  out. 

Containers  may  be  obtained  from  the  laboratory  or  from  this  Department 
nd  specimens  may  be  sent  to  the  laboratory  via  the  Southdown  Bus  Company, 
bllections  are  made  at  the  Brighton  terminus  at  2.30  p.m.,  and  4.30  p.m. 
except  on  Sundays;  on  Saturdays  only  one  collection  is  made  at  12.30  p.m.). 

Specimens  for  the  Bacteriologist  may  be  left  at  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
lent,  Council  Offices,  East  Court,  before  1 p.m.,  and  will  be  placed  on  a 'bus 
r time  to  reach  Brighton  for  the  4.30  p.m.  collection. 
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The  laboratory  is  open  to  receive  urgent  specimens  between  10  a.m.  and 
12  noon  on  Sundays,  and  in  cases  of  extreme  urgency  during  non-working  hours 
the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Dr.  J.  E.  Jameson,  may  be 
telephoned  at  Brighton  56960. 

The  following  prophylactics  are  held  at  the  laboratory  for  issue  free  o 
charge  to  Medical  Practitioners. 

Vaccine  Lymph. 

Adult  serum  for  measles  prophylaxis. 

Other  types  of  vaccines,  anti-toxins  and  serums  are  not  held,  but  infor- 
mation regarding  them  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  the  greater  part  of  East  Grinstead  is  supplied  by  the  South 
Eastern  Gas  Board.  A few  houses  on  the  northern  boundary  at  Felbndge 
are  supphed  by  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

The  South  Eastern  Gas  Board  have  deep  wells  at  Hackenden  Placeland; 
and  Forest  Row,  which,  together  with  the  Medway  Intake  at  Forest  Row 
comprise  the  four  sources  of  supply. 

The  raw  water  is  aerated,  subjected  to  sedimentation,  mechanical  filtration 
automatic  superchlorination,  and  finally  before  going  into  supply,  to  de 
chlorination,  to  give  a free  residual  of  1 p.p.m.  of  chlorine.  A consistent!; 
safe  and  palatable  water  supply  is  thus  assured. 

Water  from  each  supply  is  subjected  to  laboratory  examination  monthly 
Samples  from  each  source  are  submitted  to  the  Royal  Institute  of  Pubh 
Health  and  Hygiene  by  the  South  Eastern  Gas  Board  for  chemical  am 
bacteriological  examination.  Four  samples  per  year,  taken  from  various  point 
on  the  main  supply  throughout  the  area,  are  submitted  by  the  East  Gnnstea 
Urban  and  Uckheld  Rural  District  Councils  to  the  Pubhc  Health  Laborator 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  reports  on  all  samples  submitted  during  the  year  have  indicated  t £ 
the  quality^  the  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  of  a high  standard  bot 
chemically  and  bacteriologically.  . 

It  was  not  necessary  to  restrict  the  supply  at  any  time  throughout  t 

Approximately  3,339  dwelling  houses  have  a piped  water  supply.  ( 
these  9 houses  catering  for  22  persons,  are  supphed  by  means  of  standpipe 
It  is ’estimated  that  62  premises  are  supplied  by  piped  estate  supplies  ai 

private  wells.

The  total  number  of  permanent  houses  completed  by  the  Council  dun 
the  year  was  78,  all  on  the  Blackwell  Farm  Estate.
